tions. All I wish to say on this subject is 
that I hope it may prove to be a thing ot 
the past. Being, as we interested in 
De Beers, Jagersfontein and the Premier 
Co., | am in that fortunate position which 
enables me to take an impartial view of 
the merits of the three producers which 
control the diamond industry of the world.

It has been said that their interests are 
conflicting. Such is not the case, gentle- 
men. We are all actuated by the same mo- 
tives, and these are to place on the mar- 
ket only such quantities of diamonds as we 
believe the world will absorb, to produce 
them at a minimum cost, and to dispose of 
them to the best advantage of our share- 
holders. It is a well-known fact that there 
is a difference in character in the product 
of each diamond mine. That is to say, 
there are mines which produce mainly white 
stones; there are others producing a pro- 
portion of white and colored stones, and 
there are others again the main feature of 
which is lower-priced diamonds, but which 
at the same time unearth a goodly propor- 
tion of stones of the very finest quality. 
So different are the characteristics of the 
stones from each diamond mine that a con- 
noisseur could with practical certainty pro- 
nounce from which mine a parcel came. I 
allude to this phase of diamond mining 
because I have heard it said that a mine 
producing mainly lower-priced diamonds 
is not a competitor in the market for dia- 
monds. This is quite a mistaken idea. 
You cannot raise or reduce the price of any 
quantity of diamonds without affecting in 
the same way the price of the others. A 
further factor which, in my opinion, will 
materially help to strengthen the diamond 
position is that new channels are being 
opened up which are absorbing diamonds. 
The wealth of the world is increasing, and 
an article of luxury like the diamond, with 
its extraordinary fascinations, is becoming 
more popular. It is generally recognized 
that the production of this article of lux- 
ury, being as it is in such few hands, is 
eminently suited to the control of a cone- 
bine, not only in the interests of the pro- 
ducers and the revenue of this country, 
but to everyone interested in diamonds, and 








| feel confident that such a combination 
must come about.” 
There was recently sold at Christie’s 


in London a handsome collection of old 
English silver plate, the property of Capt. 
Wellesley Piggot and others. Notable in 
the collection was a coffee pot embossed 
with flowers and scrolls and gadrooned bor- 
ders on a plated stand with lamp, and bear- 
ing the date 1764. The coffee pot weighed 
22 oz. Also a King’s pattern service con- 
sisting of 72 pieces and weighing 160 oz. 
Other articles sold were a pair of circular 
salt-cellars with corded edges, bearing the 
date 1768, and of Sheffield manufacture, 
weighing 24 oz. Another interesting piece 
disposed of was a silver-gilded cup and 
cover chased with laurel wreaths, scroll 
and acanthus foliage with beaded borders. 


The lip of the cup is engraved “Sheffield 
Cup, 1779. The Rt. Honble. Earle of Effing- 
ham, and Peter Pegg, Esq., Stewards.”

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Jewelry Set in “ Thread”’ Style.

| the various styles applied in setting 
O stones in modern jewelry, there is one 
h is more frequently used than others, 
specially for small stones; this style is 
calied “thread.” It is principally suited for 
iewelry articles, or parts thereof, which 

nsist of leaves, bars or other elongated 


wh 


snapes. 
. We will assume we have to set a leaf 
form in this style with pearls. If one is 
a novice in this work it is advisable to 
place pearls upon leaf and mark off the 
space they occupy in order to avoid the 
lrilling of holes for pearls either too near 
together or too far apart. Fig. 1 represents 
4 leaf form on which space for pearls has 
been marked off. 

Using pearl drills corresponding with the 
sizes of the pearls, drill the row of holes 
in such a way that thin walls remain be-

tween adjacent holes (see Fig. 2). These 

walls are then cut through with a narrow- 
ioited graver, so the holes in the row are 
connected with each other, as shown in 

Fig, 3. 

Next cut the space along both sides of 
row of holes to slants, having their incline 
ward the outside. In other words, make 

a sloping cut at each side, the deeper part 

of this cut being near holes and the higher 

part toward the outline of leaf. This cut- 
ung is done with a pointed graver so 
sharpened that its cutting edge is on the 
right side (see Fig, 6). This arrangement 

‘es the pointed graver most serviceable 
this class of work. 

Many setters, however, prefer to use a 
graver in cutting the slants, or inclines, 
thread work. This may be allowed on 
p jewelry, where not so much time can 
given to the work; but when setting 
2zrade jewelry, no other but the pointed 

r should be used. There are cases, 
ever, where, owing to the shape of 
€ to be set, some slants cannot con- 


veniently be cut with a pointed graver that 
has its cutting edge on right side. There- 
fore, another graver may be prepared hav- 
ing its cutting edge on left side (see Fig. 
7). Fig. & represents a piece of jewelry 
on which the cuts indicated by arrows 
could not conveniently be made with first- 
mentioned pointed tool owing to the eleva- 
tion of box which forms the center; there- 
fore a graver is used that has its cutting 
edge on left side, and all the slants are cut 
toward the center in this case. 

During cutting the slants it is important 
to let remain small portions of metal at 
either side of pierced wall between holes. 








If the rules given for drilling of holes as 
to distance have been carefully observed, 
these portions of metal will be left in peg- 
like forms, in their original height, after 
the slants have been cut at both sides. 
Fig. 4 shows these peg-forms—always two 
between two holes. They serve two pur- 
poses: First, they are needed in securing 
the pearls; second, transformed into beads, 
they give elegance to the finished work. 

In drilling the leaf, the row of holes has 
not been continued close to the ends of 
leaf: some space has been left be- 
tween outer holes and points of leaf. The 
slants, however, have been cut to the ends. 
leaving a narrow ridge of metal between 
them, as shown in Fig. 4. This ridge is 
later cut up into beads. 

Having finished cutting, the holes are 
drilled over once more and the adhering 
metal chips produced in drilling and cut- 
ting removed with a clean brush; a tooth- 
brush will answer. 

Previous to the setting of pearls, a white 
substance is put into holes in order to 
make pearls look whiter and to obviate 
the shining through of the metal often no- 
ticed on slightly translucient pearls. White 
flour and various other substances, among 
them even white lead, have been used for 
that end; in these days, however, most set- 
ters are using carbonate of magnesia. Be- 
fore putting in the pearls, see whether they 
are of the same height, and file off those 
that are too high, to obtain uniformity in 
the row of pearls. For this purpose drill 
a few shallow holes, corresponding with 
sizes of pearls, into the file pin, place a 
pearl which is too high into a hole, up- 
side down, and file it off with a flat file or 
a three-corner file. The file must not be 
too coarse. Routined pearl-setters file off 
several pearls at one time. 

After the pearls have been placed into 
the holes, using a stone pick, they are se- 
cured by forcing against them the peg- 
forms left after the cutting of the slants. 
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This is done by some with a flat graver 
not too broad, using the cutting edge re- 
versed. 

The ridge extending from ower pearls 
to ends of leaf is now cut up into beads. 
To do this successfully, take a broad- 
pointed graver, insert its point a small dis- 
tance from pearl into the ridge and, by 
raising handle of graver, force a chip of 
metal toward pearl, thus securing it. Dis- 
pose of the other part of the ridge in the 











same way, cutting up chips of metal for 
decorative beads. 

The beads are now “turned on” by plac- 
ing the cavity of a carefully selected bead- 
ing tool upon peg-forms holding pearls, as 
well as upon the cut-up chips from ridges; 
giving the handle of beading tool a gently 
rocking motion, applying slight pressure, 
the peg-forms and the cut-up chips get 
rounded on top, resembling beads. During 
this process the pearls must not get touched 
or they will crack. This mostly happens 
if cavity on beading tool is too deep; a 
beading tool should then be used which 
has a more shallow cavity. 

Now the outline of set article is cut over 
with a flat graver, t..e., the top around the 
whole outline is finished by a narrow, flat, 





bright cut. This, if done skilfully and with 
great care, will heighten the effect of the 
set article. 

The method of setting imitation stones 
and genuine stones of inferior hardness 
in thread style is practically the same as 
that for pearls, the only difference being 
the employment of pointed drills if the 
stones are not flat at bottom. Putting mag- 
nesia into holes is, of course, here omitted. 

Referring to the harder varieties of 
genuine stones, the process here is not 
quite the same. Having drilled holes and, 
if necessary, fitted in the stones, it is best 
to put stones in and secure them. Securing 
is effected by raising metal chips for beads, 
making a short cut with a_half-round 
graver or a pointed graver, starting near 
outline and cutting inward toward wall 
separating stones. These cuts are shown 
in Fig. 9. Notice the difference of this 
work in comparison with pearl work, on 
which beads are produced by removing the 
metal surrounding them, while here the 
beads are raised or cut up. After the 
stones are secured, the slants are cut and 
then the outline; the first with a pointed 
graver, the latter with a flat graver. The

re should be exercised in trying to 
cuts straight and smooth. In fact, 
icipal point deciding the quality of 
rk is the manner in which the sur- 
re cut. It is, therefore, of the ut- 
portance to have the gravers sharp 
- final cutting, nicely polished. Of 
will not be possible to cut the 
one stroke; it is necessary to go 
same space repeatedly, and care, 
\ as patience, is required to get the 
clean and bright, showing no waviness. 
First do the cutting in the rough, using the 
sraver as it comes from oilstone; then, 
bef cutting the finish, polish the graver 
upon fine polishing paper No. 0000. 
Another item of importance is the ap- 
pearance of the beads. In order to be able 
to produce them nice and clean, only per- 
fect beading tools should be used. Most 
setters make their beading tools them- 
selves, using a beading die; others buy 
them from dealers in tools for jewelers. 
Thread style is also extensively used on 
fine platinum jewelry set with diamonds. 
Here it should be made a practise to put 
the stones down considerably deep into the 
metal; then’ they should get burnished in 
so the stones will be secure independent 
of the beads raised subsequently. Having 
burnished in the stones, raise the beads and 
perform cutting of slants and cleaning be- 
tween beads, using a pointed graver; a 
knife-edge graver would also be of service. 
Difficulties are mostly encountered in try- 
ing to make a fine bright cut, for platinum 
is. as far as bright cutting is concerned, a 
very obstinate metal. After some time, 
however, the trouble will be overcome, es- 
pecially if sharpening and polishing are 
frequently repeated, and if the cutting edge 
‘ the graver is dipped into turpentine

efore each cut. 

Instead of the flat, narrow bright cut 
forming the outline of stone-set article, on 
high-class work very often a row of tiny 
beads is produced. Very fine beading tools 
have to be made for this line of work, or 
they may be bought at a tool-supply house. 
On straight lines roulettes may be used 
rofitably:; they are now also sold in vari- 
us sizes by dealers in tools. 

“Mill grain,” as this tiny bead work is 
‘alled, is especially applied on high-grade 
platinum work; its lace-like effect gives a 
most exquisite charm to the ornament. 
he only way for the workman to attain 
iency and skill in this line of work is

The rarity and beauty of the peerless 
pearl has provided a theme for poets and 
thinkers from time immemorial. Not only 
is the pearl of priceless value, but it is 
very adaptable. It could be called the 
bijou of the diplomat, because it is suave 
and subtle; of the mondaine, since it is 





replete with vanity; while worn by the dé- 
butante it becomes the emblem of youth 
and innocence, 

The pearl is the only gem needing not 
the hand of man to bring to perfection, 
and history affords ample evidence of the 
intense satisfaction it has always exer- 
cised among people of every age. With- 
out doubt it is the oldest object of per- 
sonal adronment, holding sway in the 
hearts of many a primitive race. Indian 
mythology often speaks of the pearl, at- 
tributing its discovery to the god Vishnu, 
who is said to have caused it to have been 
drawn from the ocean for his daughter, 
Pandaia. The records of the Romans, 
3abylonians, Persians and Egyptians also 
make mention of it, the first-named espe- 
cially displaying an extreme fondness for 
this favored jewel. There was Lalli Pauli- 
na, wife of the Emperor Caligula, who, for 
an ordinary betrothal feast, decked herself 
with pearls to the value of £330,000, and 
Julius Caesar presented Servilia, the 
mother of Brutus, with a specimen valued 
at £50,000. 


Coming to the more recent epochs, we 
find that Philip II., King of Spain, paid 
£40,000 for a single pearl known as “Pere- 
grina.” Found in Panama, it was pear- 
shaped and weighed 134 carats. Another 
King of Spain, Philip IV., purchased one 
weighing 126 carats. 

Never, perhaps, have pearls been worn 
so much or to greater advantage. Below 
I give two illustrations of the latest pendants 
The first (Fig. 1) consists of corals and 
small pearls mounted on a platinum chain,

and worn with a black gown or the new 
“tilleul” shade is wonderfully effective. A 
handsome pendant (Fig. 2) I saw at the 
opera the other evening; it was pearls of 
different sizes, also mounted in platinum, 
with a large pearl baroque dropping from 
the end. This truly charming piece of jewelry 
is sure to be popular, as it adds consider- 
ably to the beauty of the wearer’s throat. 
It was said of a famous Paris society 
beauty that her peerless pearls vied with 
her lovely skin as to which should have the 
premiére place. 

Pearl bangles, the pearls threaded on a 
thin wire, all the same size, and finished 
with a long thing diamond and ruby clasp, 
are perhaps Je dernier cri. The bangles, 
made entirely of pearls, without the clasps, 
are also in vogue for younger girls. 

Watches, as small as it is possible to 
imagine, are now set in pearls, as are also 
my lady’s cigarette case, card case and bon- 
bonniére, which are now invariably studded 
with this precious gem. Sometimes a watch 
is set in the middle or at the bottom of the 
card or cigarette case, and these dainty 
timepieces I have seen lately at Longchamp 
and Auteuil. Watch-bracelets, consisting 
of four rows of pearls set in pale gold or 
platinum, the watch oblong in shape, the 
latter also set round with the same jewel, 
are very fashionable, and are now on view 
at most of the principal jewelry shops 


in Paris.

New York Jewelry Shop Looted of Gems 
and Jewelry Valued at $5,000. 

Early last Thursday morning burglars 
broke into the Varga Jewelry Co.’s store, 
324 Fifth Ave., New York, between 32d 
and 33d Sts., and took jewelry and gems 
valued at between $4,000 and $5,000 upon 
which there was insurance of $4,000. They 
made their escape, leaving the showcases in 
the store wrecked. 

To avoid the burglar alarms guarding 
doors and windows, the thieves tore a hole 
in the ceiling from the room above the 
store. It was evident they had worked hur- 
riedly, though with an eye to the most 
valuable articles. The police were of the 
opinion that they had been frightened away. 
The robbery was discovered about 8 o’clock 
in the morning, and when Mr. Varga 
reached the store he found the interior in 
confusion. 

The building in which the jewelry store 
is located is a four-story and attic struc- 
ture, as is the adjoining one at 326, to the 
north. The street floor of this building is 
occupied by an importer of gowns, whose 
workrooms are on the second floor. The 
burglars burst open a door and made their 
way to the workroom, where they cut 
through a steel screen and got out on a 
shed extension in the rear of the Varga 
establishment. From this they made their 
way to the fire escape in the rear of 324, 
and from there to an unoccupied loft on 
the third floor. From there they made their 
way to the vacant lofts on the second floor 
by the stairway, and there cut a hole 
through the ceiling of the jewelry store, 
which gave access to the store without dis- 
turbing the burglar alarm wires. 

As soon as the hole permitted, a double 
window weight cord was fastened about a 
joist at the edge of the hole. One of the 
band, probably a woman or a boy, slid down 
the rope, striking and breaking the show- 
case beneath. Whether others followed 
has not been learned, and the detectives 
are uncertain regarding this. 

The store is fitted with a series of nine 
showcases running along one side of the 
room, all of which are fastened with pat- 
ent locks. The thieves broke holes in all 
but three of the cases large enough to 
insert an arm and obtained the contents 
in that way. The loot was wrapped in a 
long apron which belonged to one of the 
woman clerks. 

The safe is located at the rear of the 
store and separated from the main por- 
tion of the establishment by a partition. 
It is protected with the Holmes electric 
protection, and was not disturbed. Tine 
only clues left behind by the robbers was 
a rope with which they were enabled to 
reach the interior of the jewelry store and 
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a partly burned candle, drippings of which 
were found on the broken showcases. As 
far as can be learned, no finger prints were 
found in the store, although a diligent 
search was made by the police. 

To leave the place the burglars put a 
small square table on top of a showcase 
beneath the hole which they had cut in the 
ceiling. This raised them so that a man of 
ordinary height might reach within a few 
inches of the ceiling. To get up through 
the hole they had to be lifted by some 
confederate possessed of more than usual 
strength. 

Outside the store, at 32d St. and [fifth 
Ave., stood a policeman on stationary post, 
and near by a special policeman was patrol- 
ling. No crash of glass was heard and 
the noise of the tools used to get through 
the ceiling of the jewelry store appears 
to have been heard by no one save the 
burglars themselves. There was no light 
in the store after business hours. 

Joseph Varga, proprietor of the store, 
told a reporter for THE JEWELERS’ CIRCU- 
LAR that the loss in jewelry included recon- 
structed stones and imitation pearls set in 
platinum rings, scarf pins, bracelets, etc., 
together with a considerable quantity of 
other jewelry, which included two very fine 
imitation diamond collars, which were 
valued at $700. A quantity of semi- 
precious stones, about 20 gold bracelets, set 
with diamonds and semi-precious stones, 
and 10 or 15 chain bracelets are also miss- 
ing. There was also taken six pair of 
fresh water pearl earrings valued at about 
$125 a pair, and a number of reconstructed 
sapphire, emerald and ruby earrings set 
with diamonds and valued at $60 a pair. 
A number of gold chains are also missing. 

Detective Brennick, from Police Head- 
quarters, who is working on the case, was 
at the store at the time THE JEWELERS’ Cir- 
CULAR reporter was there. He said that 
there were very few clues upon which to 
work and no finger prints had been found. 
He added that he did not care to further 
discuss the robbery. 








Man Who Sold Bogus Elk Teeth Arrested 
at Colorado Springs, Colo.

National Society of Craftsmen Holding 
Interesting Exhibit at National 
Arts Club, New York. 

Original in conception and artistic in ex- 
ecution, the jewelry now displayed at the 
sixth annual exhibition of the National So- 
ciety of Craftsmen, which is being held at 
the National Arts Club, 119 E. 19th St., 
New York, is attracting unusual attention, 
and is the largest and most complete exhibit 
that has ever been held by the society. The 
display of jewelry shows increasing modera- 
tion in the size of the pieces and in the 
character of the designs, and among the 
exhibitors are several whose names are well 
known among craftsmen throughout the 

country. 

Noteworthy in the display is the work of 
the students of the New York Evening 
High School, which is displayed in one of 
the large cases near the entrance to the 
room in which the jewelry is shown. Among 
the students exhibiting objects of their 
handwork is Louis R. Schilling, who shows 
a chased pendant set with labradorite and 
pearls, and a charmingly designed belt pin 
of ivy leaf motive. Carl Hawran displays 
a pendant and pearl drop in ivy leaf motif 
and a charmingly patterned brooch in gold 
set with turquoise and pearls. James Lynch 
has on exhibition a brooch chased in ivy 
leaf design and a delicately wrought pearl 
drop. Jacob Kreisler shows two belt buckles, 
one of which is enameled in peacock feath- 
er motif. The students of the school also 
exhibited metal work, and among the pieces 
is a tea strainer made by John Martin, 
who is also showing a copper bowl and tray 
of jeweled design. 

In the center of the room is a collection 
of amber belonging to Benjamin Kimball, 
which contains many pieces in beautiful 
colors, some of which are wrought into 
fanciful designs. 

Victor D. Brenner, a well-known Amer- 
ican sculptor, exhibits silver medals on one 
side of which is cleverly wrought a design 
of a mother and child, while on the other 
side is a representation of a small child. 
These medals, which are suitabale for com- 
memorating the birth of a child, show the 
work of a master hand and are attracting 
their full share of attention. Mr. Brenner 
also exhibits an ivory and gold pendant 
charmingly modeled. 

Robert Dulk, who is head of the depart- 
ment of jewelry designing and working at 
the New York Evening High School, has a 
number of his pieces of workmanship on 
exhibition, which show much merit. Among 
these objects is a silver bowl set with tur- 
quoise. He also exhibits a number of 
pieces of jewelry, showing adaptations of 
figures to jewelry designing. One of these 
depicts a mermaid and is symbolical of time 
and tide. This design is shown on a belt 
pin. A stick pin shows Atlas bearing the 
world upon his shoulders, the earth being 
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represented by a green cornelian. In the 
same case with the silver bowl is shown 
a chased jewel casket, the work of George 
Manz. 

The Olbrhoje Colony, which is a group 
of craftsmen along the Hudson River near 
Poughkeepsie, exhibits a splendid collection 
of hand-wrought jewelry and other articles. 
Among the pieces shown are a number of 
pendants made of twisted wire and set with 
fancy stones and embellished with con- 
ventionalized flower design. 

F. E. Pierce, Chicago, exhibits a collec- 
tion representative of the adaptation of in- 
expensive yet artistically mounted stones. 
The collection includes pendants, buckles, 
bracelets, fobs, etc. One pendant necklace 
is made of pearl blisters with interlacing 
pattern. A distinctively unique watch fob 
is also the work of this craftsman. 

The work of Miss Grace Hazen is repre- 
sented by an unusuualy fine display of hand- 
wrought jewelry in which she has employed 
seaweed as the motif of her work. The 
articles include bracelets, etc., one of which 
contains a number of unusually fine fire 


opals. 
Miss McCarthy exhibts an amethyst 
necklace in gold and grape design, and 


a pendant set with coral is the work of 
Mr. Koranski, who also exhibits an opal 
drop necklace in conventional flower de- 
sign. 

A collection of antique and modern jew- 
elry of various countries and epochs is 
shown at the exhibit by Mrs. Charles L. 
Berg. The collection was gathered on trips 
abroad and includes a tourmaline necklace 
and a grape pattern necklace with pearls 
and emeralds set in platinum. Brooches, 
snuff boxes and other articles of antique 
and fanciful design were also shown. 

The Expositer, Varni Co., 47 John St., 
New York, exhibits a case containing a 
splendid collection of gems and gem min- 
erals, both in the rough and polished condi- 
tion. 

A tea set and tray made by members of 
the Guild of Metal Workers, all of ham- 
mered copper and polished to a high de- 
gree, is another exhibit of exceptional mer- 
it. It consists of six pieces. A fine silver 
coffee urn is the work of Mr. Pond, of 
Philadelphia. 

The Penman-Hardenbergh pottery made 
at Birdcliffe is especially interesting and 
full of individuality. Other potteries rep- 
resented are the Marblehead, Walrath and 
Van Briggle. The collection ranges from 
tiny bowls that look to be carved from solid 
jade up to sizeable statuettes and vases. 
Mrs. G. E. Ball exhibits a number of unique 
and cleverly conceived pieces of dainty stat- 
uary portraying studies from child life. 

Wood burning and painting by J. William 
Fosdick is also on exhibition and is shown 
in a number of large and small panels which 
are artistically and cleverly wrought. There 
are also a number of other exhibitors whose 
work is of unusual merit. 

The exhibit will continue until Dec. 28 
and the rooms are open to the public trom 
10 a. M. to 6 P. M.

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The ‘Jewelers’ League’”’ Is No More. 


Superintendent of New York Insurance Department Ratifies Merger of the Assurance 
League of America With the Order of the Golden Seal. 











ArpANY, N. Y., Dec. 11—The New York 
State Superintendent of Insurance has ap- 
proved the articles of agreement of merger 
between the Order of the Golden Seal of 
Roxbury, N. Y., and the Assurance League 
of America (formerly known as the Jew- 
elers League), which at one time included 
in its membership the leading jewelers 
throughout the United States. With a set- 
tlement of the question of legal expenses 
yesterday before Superintendent Emmet, 
the articles of agreement go into effect, and 
under them the members of the Assurance 
League are taken over by the Order of the 
Golden Seal and the League becomes a sep- 
arate camp of this order. 

So far as the members of the League are 
concerned it will cause little if any differ- 
ence to them for some time at least, as they 
will be continued under their own contracts, 
which will be simply ratified or under- 
written by the Order of the Golden Seal. 
Rates will remain the same as they are 
now in each of the classes of membership, 
the “level premium’ members of the league 
paying as they do now, and what are known 
as the “step-rate” members being put in a 
division by themselves with the reserve 
which they now have. These step-rate 
members will have 30 days in which to ac- 
cept any of the options which were offered 
to them by the league a year ago. If these 
are not accepted they will take the risk of 
extra assessment that will come from mak- 
ing the step-rate members pay the expenses 
of their own class. This will probably not 
be manifest at first, but within a short time 
the members that live are bound to be sub- 
ject to extra assessment if the full amount 
of the policy is paid on the present basis 
of rates. 

The reserve funds of all classes of the 
Jewelers’ League are to remain intact and 
to be kept in trust for the members as if 
they had gone on in the old organization. 
The mortuary assessment received from 
members of the step-rate class as they now 
exist, together with the funds allotted under 
the terms of the contract of merger and 
any extra assessment upon that class, will 
constitute the mortuary fund on the step- 
rate class from which death losses are to 
be paid. The general fund of the league 
passes to the Golden Seal and the ex- 
penses of the merger will be deducted 
therefrom. The balance then remaining 
will be divided pro rata, according to the 
members of each class. 

All existing agreements, contracts, debts 
and liabilities incurred by the league are 
taken over by the Order of the Golden Seal. 

The steps taken in the way of the merger 
of the Assurance League of America with 
the Order of the Golden Seal have been 
published from time to time in the columns 
of THe Jeweters’ Circucar. The member- 
ship of the league which at one time in 
ts prime numbered about 3,000, of recent 
years gradually dwindled to about one-third 


of that number, and of this a certain pro- 
portion of what were known as “level pre- 
mium” members paid adequate insurance, 
while a larger prpoportion on the step-rate 
plan were found to be carried at a loss. 

Despite the fact that the rates had been 
raised a number of times since the organ- 
ization started in 1877, over a year ago it 
was found that something had to be done, 
and the members of the step-rate plan were 
offered several options to continue their in- 
surance, all of which were to carry the 
various risks without a loss. However, a 
large number of members did not accept 
these options, and while the League was 
solvent and able to pay the claims against 
it for a year or so, it was only a question 
of time when extra assessment would have 
to be levied upon the membership, and its 
future was threatened. The Insurance De- 
partment of New York and the officers of 
the league realized that the re-insurance 
of the members into another company was 
necessary, and several propositions were 
considered. 

A committee of policy holders obtained 
an offer of re-insurance of the members 
from the Equitable Life Insurance Co., but 
certain objections were raised to this by 
the management of the League and the mat- 
ter was held in abeyance so long that it 
was finally withdrawn by the company. 
The Insurance Department later got an 
offer of re-insurance from the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co., and shortly afterward 
an offer to take over the members was sub- 
mitted by the Order of the Golden Seal. 
The Metropolitan offer was endorsed by 
the policy holders committee, while the 
Order of the Golden Seal was favored by 
the management of the League, and asa re- 
sult the Insurance Department of New 
York caused a referendum by votes of the 
members to be made. This resulted in 808 
voting out of the total membership of 926. 
The result of the vote showed 447 mem- 
bers in favor of the Golden Seal, 329 in 
favor of the Metropolitan offer and 32 in 
favor of re-insurance or liquidation, but 
having no preference. 

The Golden Seal offer was later approved 
by the National Senate of the League and 
the Supreme Camp of the Golden Seal, and 
the articles of agreement laid before Com- 
missioner Emmet Dec. 10 for his approval. 
Members of the League will receive formal 
notices of their transfer into the Golden 
Seal within a very short time. 

The Order of the Golden Seal was or- 
ganized at Roxbury, N. Y., early in 1902 
and incorporated March 11 of that year. 
It is governed by a Supreme Camp, which 
meets regularly once in two years and is 
composed of delegates representing the 
subordinate or so-called local camps. The 
management is vested in a Supreme Coun- 
cil, which body is elected by the Supreme 
Camp, and by officers appointed by the 
former for a term of four years. Its 
camps, of which the members of the Assur- 
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ance League will constitute one (probably 
known as Manhattan Camp), elect their 
officers for their own government and hold 
meetings once each month for the transac- 
tion of business. Each camp selects one 
representative and one alternate to the 
Supreme Camp for each 100 members of 
the organization, ‘and the local officers of 
the camps are: Commander, past-com- 
mander, chaplain, secretary, treasurer, 
guide, standard bearer, bugler, color 
bearer, sentinel and picket and three trus- 
tees. 

The Order of the Golden Seal started 
out iby issuing certificates on the dividend 
endowent plan in two forms, which were 
modified later and are gradually being 
eliminated. In 1907 the level premium 
death benefit was adopted, and in 1910 an 
accident and health certificate plan was 
put in force. In December, 1911, the 
Golden Seal merged with the Fraternal 
Life and Accident Association of Rich- 
mond, Va., by the approval of the State 
Superintendent of New York, adding 
1,000 members, on the basis of the old 
style fraternal insurance. 








Man Suspected of Diamond Theft 

Taken to Serento, Ill., by Pinkerton 

Detectives. 

SERENTO, Ill., Dec. 12.—John Conway, 
who is wanted here to answer to the charge 
of an express robbery, was brought on 
from Hartford, Conn., Tuesday by Pinker- 
ton detectives. The detectives allege that 
Conway, who is a telegraph operator, is 
wanted for his part in a theft of diamonds 
valued at over $3,000 belonging to Tif- 
fany & Co., New York, several months ago. 

According to the allegations, Conway had 
a position in the Illinois city and through 
a confederate in New York ordered a 
pair of diamond earrings to be shipped 
C.O.D. The company froin whom they 
were ordered called Conway on the tele- 
phone, it is said, and confirmed the order. 
When the diamonds got to Serento, it is 
alleged, Conway succeeded in securing the 
package and concealing it from the other 
clerks in the express office where he worked. 

Conway then came east and applied for 
a position at the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad offices, and an employe 
of the company recognized him through a 
circular bearing his picture which had been 
sent out by the express company. 


When a reporter for THE Jeweters’ Cir- 
CULAR called at the store of Tiffany & Co. 
for information regarding the theft, he was 
told that the concern had nothing to say 
on the matter. 








In five minutes one morning recently 
$70,000 worth of jewelry was stolen from 
the shop of M. Clerc, a dealer in precious 
stones in the Place de l’Opera, Paris. It is 
believed that the burglars passed the night 
in adjoining premises and that when the 
night watchman went outside in the morn- 
ing to wind up the steel blinds, they en- 
tered to shop by a communicating door 
and raided the showcase. The jewelry 
they got included three pendants, a dia- 
mond necklace and 20 rings.

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ing Attempt to Rob New York Jew- 
ry Establishment Fails After Work 
Is Partly Completed. 
York detectives are searching for 
robbers who, as briefly noted in the 
issue of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, at- 
nted to blow open the safe of Sall 
enberg on the second floor of 153 Canal 
St. New York, early on the morning of 

10, but were evidently frightened away 

re they succeeded in opening the safe. 
One of the big iron doors had been re- 
moved, but the men had failed to open the 
inner compartment. In the safe at the time 
was about $3,000 worth of jewelry, dia- 
monds and watches. The attempted rob- 
bery was discovered the next morning by 
|. Ohlstein, who has an office with Mr. 
Greenberg. 

The men gained entrance to the jewelry 
establishment by cutting a hole in the ce- 
ment partition of an adjoining office, and 
at about 6 a. M. Tuesday morning, when 
Mr. Ohlstein arrived at the building, he 
was surprised to see the heavy iron door of 
Mr, Greenberg’s safe resting on the floor. 
He immediately ran out and called a pa- 
trolman. Returning with the officer, an in- 
vestigation was made and it was found 
that a hole had been made through a par- 
tition between the Greenberg establishment 
and an adjoining office. 

The robbers drilled a hole over the com- 
bination of the safe and ripped off the door 
with an iron bar. They had then started 
to work on the inner compartment and sev- 
eral drilled holes had been made before 
they abandoned the work. Marks on the 
inner door showed that they had also at- 
tempted to pry this off, but had been un- 
successful. 

On the Friday previous to the robbery 
two men applied to the superintendent of 
the building for a vacant office next door 
to that occupied by the jeweler, and when 
they rented it they brought with them 
several suit cases. They explained to other 
tenants in the building that they intended 
to fit out the establishment with window 
Shades. The renting of the office did not 
arouse any suspicion. as the two men were 
well recommended. It is evident that they 
had planned the attempted burglary care- 
fully and had tested the wall between the 
two offices before they had attempted to 
break in. The wall was about six inches 
thick, and with the tools which were later 
found it was an easy matter to rip through 
the plaster and gain entrance. The fact 
that the men were four days in the build- 
ing before they attempted the robbery of 
the safe shows conclusively that the bur- 
lary was carefully planned, 

When Police Headquarters were notified

Detectives from Headquarters and the 
Elizabeth St. Police Station who are work- 
ing on the case believe that the men were 
forced to leave the building on account of 
approaching daylight and if they had been 
given an hour’s more time they would have 
succeeded in prying open the inner door 
of the safe, which weighed two tons. Ex- 
perts who made an examination stated that 
the damage done by the burglars could be 
repaired. 








New York Coral Dealer Accused of 
Smuggling Alleges He Was Sub- 
jected to Extortion. 

A suit has been started in the Supreme 
Court of New York in which Justice Me- 
Call has appointed Michael de Dilectis, a 
coral dealer at 11 Maiden Lane, New York, 
receiver of a business he has conducted 
alone for 42 years until the incidents 
relating to alleged extortion occurred. 
Coral smuggling, alleged by the customs 
authorities to have deprived the Govern- 
ment of thousands of dollars in duties, and 
the charges of extorition by the coral mer- 
chant against members of a family he be- 

friended, are involved in the suit. 

De Dilectis names as defendants in his 
suit Umberto Ciavalino and the latter's 
sister, Marie Ciavalino, but alleges they 
were under the domination of their mother, 
Mrs. Marie Ciavalino, and their sister, 
Louise, a dressmaker. The coral merchant 
told Justice McCall that as a result of 
threats by Louise Ciavalino to tell the cus- 
toms authorities that he had been smug- 
gling coral for years, for which he would 
get 15 years in prison, he admitted the two 
defendants as-partners in his business. 
After he had done so, he said, he was 
about to report the case to the District 
Attorney of Kings County, where the Cia- 
valinos live, at 1649. 49th St., Brooklyn, but 
decided to bring a civil suit to set aside 
the partnership. 

It is alleged that as soon as the suit was 
brought a complaint that De Dilectis had 
been smuggling was made to the customs 
authorities, and the merchant was arrested 
and held in $5,000 bail for trial. His office 
in Maiden Lane was raided and $60,000 
worth of coral was seized. Two sailors 
on the Sicula-American Line steamship 
San Gugliclmo were arrested as being im- 
plicated in the smuggling, and De Dilectis 
was indicted upon their testimony. The 
sailors were taken before Louise Ciavalino 
and identified by her as having visited the 
home where De Dilectis lived, bringing 
him small packages from time to time. 

The papers before Justice McCall show 
that De Dilectis is not only the oldest coral 
merchant in the world, but that for years 
he was a leading citizen of the town of 
Torre del Grecco, on the sea coast near 
Naples, which is devoted almost exclu- 
sively to the coral industry. For a long 
time De Dilectis was collector of customs 
in that town, and was acting Mayor for 
11 years. 

In telling his story to Justice McCall 
the coral merchant said that in 1908 he de- 
cided to come to this country and take 
charge of his business here personally. He 
said he had known Domenico Ciavalino, 
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father of the two defendants, in Italy. and 
at the suggestion of Ciavalino and his fam- 
ily he went to live with them. He said he 
helped the family financially, and made a 
will leaving all his property to the two 
girls, Maria and Louise. 

In the Summer of 1911 De Dilectis said 
he went to Italy to buy coral, and took 
Mrs. Ciavalino and her daughter, Maria, 
along, paying all expenses. He left Um- 
berta Ciavalino in charge of the business 
here. When he returned, he said, he found 
that Louise Ciavalino had taken large sums 
out of his bank, and that she admitted 
doing so, but told him she had returned 
all but about $1,000. He said he had also 
found she had taken coral worth $20,000 
from his iron box and refused to return it 
unless he admitted the family to partner- 
ship. De Dilectis said that Louise also 
told him that he had “better not make any 
noise” about the coral business, because 
she would make a report to the customs 
authorities. 

Louise Ciavalino denied the plaintiff's 
allegations of extorition, and said her 
brother and sister paid for their share in 
the firm. 

Albert H. Yuzzolino, counsel for De Di- 
lectisy said that it is untrue that De Dilec- 
tis had been smuggling by wholesale, and 
gave a reporter for THe JEWELERS’ Circu- 
LAR to understand that there were other 
matters in connection with the case which 
he did not care to discuss at present. 

The trial of De Dilectis on the charge of 
smuggling coral was started in the Fed- 
eral Court in Brooklyn Monday, but on a 
motion to have the indictment quashed it 
was postponed until the next morning. 








Three Men Accused of Robbing Lynn, 

Mass., Jewelry Store, Arrested in 

Boston and One Is Held for Trial. 

3oston, Mass., Dec. 12-—Three men, 
charged with being concerned in a robbery 
that took place at the store of William S. 
Newhall & Son in the neighboring city of 
Lynn, Mass., Monday night, Dec. 9, were 
arrested in the Nashville House, 17 Cam- 
bridge St. in this city and appeared in 
court at Lynn to-day. One named Colbert 
has a record of sentences, and was only 
recently freed from the House of Correc- 
tion, 

Each of the trio was held in $500 bail 
until Dec. 16 for further hearing. It is 
stated that the police have recovered the 
stolen jewelry, which was valued at sev- 
eral hundred dollars. When entrance to 
the room occupied by the gang was forced 
Wednesday night a loaded revolver and 
50 cartridges were found under a pillow 
and seized before either of the men recov- 
ered from his surprise.

Daring Burglars Bind Boy and Loot 
Cincinnati Store of Gems and Jew- 
elry Valued at $5,000.

Wiebell, at 1730 Vine St., was sacked by 
three thieves at noontime, with a loss of

Another filled 
his pockets with watches. They showed 
discrimination in taking only the best stuff.

Inexperienced Robbers Visit 

Philadelphia Establishments 

Obtain Little Loot.

Although this square has within the last 
year, through the efforts of the Sansom St. 
Business Men’s Association, been granted 
additional police protection, the burglars 
worked unmolested. The were 
not discovered until the first arrival at the 
building this morning. It was then found 
that all the offices and stores with the ex- 
ception of one had been visited. 

That the completely 
cleaned of every piece of metal 
or precious stones is surprising to the oc- 
cupants of the building, and it is their be- 
lief that the robbers were inexperienced 
men. Their methods of forcing doors and 
show cases were crude and they overlooked 
the finer articles and took, in some in- 
stances, plated ware while sterling silver 
and gold remained within their reach. No 
apparent attempt was made to open any 
of the safes in the building. As the build- 
ing is without any watchman this would 
have been an easy matter for a profession- 
al thief. 

Those who suffered losses are: William 
B. Faber, silversmith: Joseph Garber, who 
occupies the first floor and is a dealer in 
precious stones; Humbert & Davis, watch- 
makers on the second floor; C. Laven, jew- 
eler, second floor; R. ‘Dvinsky, watchmak- 
er, second floor back, and M. Sontheimer, 
engraver, third floor. Levi & Joseph, 
opticians, on the first floor were not 
molested. 

Entrance to the building was obtained 
from the rear by forcing open a door with 
a jimmy. The rear of the place is sup- 
posedly protected by an iron gate at the 
entrance to the alley on 8th St. The 
Garber offices overlooked this alley and it 
was through their door that entrance was 
effected. 

The loss to all the firms will amount to 
several hundred dollars.

Death of J. J. Hoover. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 16.—The funeral of 
Jonah D. Hoover, one of the founders of 
the Hoover & Smith Co., jewelers at 6lv 
Chestnut St., and later its president, was 
held yesterday afternoon from his home, 
333 Baltimore Ave. Mr. Hoover died 
last Thursday following an illness of sev- 
eral months. Besides being one of the 
best known jewelers in Philadelphia, Mr. 
Hoover was active politically and formerly 
a member of the Young Republicans. 

While not a native of Philadelphia, Mr. 
Hoover came to this city from Washing- 
ton, D. C., as a child and entered the em- 
ploy of Simons Bros, & Co., wholesale and 
retail jewelers, the retail department of 
which establishment formerly occupied the 
same place that the Hoover & Smith Co. 
occupies today. 

Mr. Hoover learned his trade as a jew- 
eler with Simons Bros. & Co., and about 
15 years ago when the firm concluded to 
withdraw from the retail field and turn 
their attention exclusively to manufactur- 
ing, Mr. Hoover, with E. A. Smith as 
partner, took over the retail business. Sev- 
eral years later, in 1906, it was decided to 
incorporate as a company and Mr. Hoover 
was elected president. 

Owing to ill health, which began in about 
1907, Mr. Hoover was forced to withdraw 
from daily participation in the affairs of the 
company about four vears ago, but still re- 
tained the presidency. 

Deceased, who was 52 years old, leaves 
a widow, who was Miss Sophie Stolzer, ot 
this city, and four daughters and a son. 








Garnets, Rubies and Other Precious 
Stones Reported to Have Been 
Found at Humboldt, Nebr. 
Humepotpt, Nebr. Dec. 13—T. M. 
Draper, an old prospector, has brought the 
attention of the State geologist to a find 
of precious gems at Humboldt, which is 

arousing mineralogical interest. 

A number of garnets of fine quality have 
been found, and now it is claimed that 
several rubies of considerable value have 
also been discovered. ; 

The gems have been obtained by digging 
in the glacial drifts. Mr. Draper has been 
digging in these drifts for the last three or 
four years. A number of the garnets 
found have been cut and are being worn 
by people in this vicinity. 

Those that are said to be ruby crystals 
are not of great size, but many of them 
might be cut to advantage. 

There is also a deposit in several places 
of tourmalines, a gem of rare beauty, 
found in many colors. 

Mr. Drarer is continuing his work of 
digging into the glacial deposits, and if 
his finds continue the gem business here, 
it is thought, may become of some im- 
portance. 
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Good Work of the 24-Karat Club of 


Columbus, O., in Suppressing Auc- 


tion Sales. 

CoLtumBus, O., Dec. 14.—The 24-Karat 
Club of Columbus is still carrying on the 
warfare it started about a year ago against 
bogus auction sales, at which cheap jewelry 
and silverware are sold to credulous peo- 
ple—pottery and chinaware also being sold 
in some of them. While usually there are 
six or seven of these auction stores in 
Columbus at this season of the year, there 
are but two this year. Last Saturday night 
police who have been stationed in the auc- 
tion rooms for about two months told all 
who entered one of them, at 274 North 
High St., to be very careful what they pur- 
chased. 

When the sales started some months ago 
the jewelers attempted to have the city 
auditor collect a license of $100 daily, pro- 
vided for in an ordinance which had been 
passed by council at request of the local 
jewelers’ club. The auditor refused to en- 
force collection, by arrests, saying in his 
opinion the ordinance was unconstitutional. 
The club offered to furnish the prosecution, 
but the auditor could not be induced to 
act. 

The club then went to councilmen, to jog 
up the safety department. The latter re- 
ferred the question to the city law depart- 
ment, and on advice of the City Solicitor 
police were stationed in the auction rooms. 
This was about two months ago. There 
were then three auctions. One of them, 
conducted by a man whose name was men- 
tioned in connection with the Meyer J. 
Daniels bankruptcy case, was closed soon 
after. The other two, said by clerks to 
be the property of Robert Silverman, have 
continued in operation, watched by the po- 
lice. 

Renewed complaints were made to the po- 
lice during the past week, concerning the 
sales, and as a result, at the sale at 274 N. 
High St., Saturday night, about which par- 
ticular complaint had been made, there was 
one officer in uniform warning prospective 
customers, two plain clothes men mingling 
with the crowds. As a result business was 
very poor. 

Members of the 24-Karat Club suspect 
that Meyer Daniels, now in the penitentiary 
at Ft. Leavenworth for perjury in connec- 
tion with his bankruptcy proceedings, is 
interested financially in the present auction 
sales, though there is no proof that this is 
so. The name publicly given as owner of 
the store is the “New England Art Co.,” 
which controls a dozen or more auction 
stores throughout the State.

Youthful Robbers Smash Window in: 
Cleveland, O., Jewelry Store and 
Escape with Diamond Rings 
Valued at Over $1,000. 


CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 13.—The police of 
this city are searching for three youthful 
diamond robbers who startled several peo- 
ple who were making Christmas purchases 
in the jewelry store of N. M. Wiegand, 
1448 Addison Road, at 9:15 o’clock last 
night. With a brick wrapped in a news- 
paper the plate glass window was crashed 
and a man reached through the hole, 
snatched a tray containing 10 diamond 
rings valued at $1,100 and escaped. 

The women shoppers, terrified by the 
crash of the glass, fled to the rear of the 
store. The jeweler, armed with a revolver 
which he had snatched hastily from under 
a counter, rushed to the door and tried to 
pull it open. He found that the burglars 
had tied the door fast with a rope before 
smashing the glass. 

By the time the jeweler had succeeded 
in wrenching the door open the thief with 
the diamonds was far away, while two 
men, thought to be his accomplices, were 
running in the opposite direction. A crowd 
coming out of a nearby church filled the 
sidewalk and made it dangerous for the 
jeweler to fire at the fleeing man. By the 
time the people had cleared a way in an- 
swer to his shouts the fugitive was out of 
range. 

Two of the rings, one valued at $73 and 
the other at $190, which the stolen tray 
contained, were shaken from their places 
when the man grabbed his loot and they 
remained in the window. The methods 
used by the burglars are almost identical 
with those used in the looting of the store 
of the Hueter Jewelry Co., E. 55th St. and 
St. Clair Ave., a year ago. In that case 
the store was crowded with customers and 
the door was tied shut by the burglars. 

Returning from the futile chase the jew- 
eler found a piece of rope with a hook on 
one end that had been tied firmly to the 
handle of the door and the hook made 
fast in some ornamental grill work under 
the show window. The brick had been 
thrown through the center of the window 
pane. The jeweler immediately telephoned 
the police, who hurried to the store and 
obtained the best description possible of 
the robbers.

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National Association of Cut Glass Manufacturers Hold 
Annual Meeting and Banquet at New York. 








The National Association of Cut Glass 
Manufacturers held its annual meeting and 
banquet in New York last Thursday. The 
morning and afternoon were devoted to 
business sessions at the New Grand Hotel, 
and in the evening a banquet was served 
at the Hotel Imperial. The association, 
which started with 50 members a year ago, 
has now increased to 62 members. Of the 
total production of $6,000,000 worth of cut 
glass turned out in the United States each 
year, the members of the association are 
now producing five-sixths of this amount, 
and the organization bids fair to still fur- 
ther increase its membership. 

The morning session was called to order 
by President Carey at 10 o'clock at the 
New Grand Hotel, and the roll call showed 
41 firms and corporations represented. 
President Carey outlined the accomplish- 
ments of the association during the past 
year and gave a number of valuable sug- 
gestions on the work to be taken up during 
the coming year. 

The treasurer's report showed the or- 
ganization to be in good financial standing. 
The association has been successful in ob- 
taining a reduction of 25 per cent. on the 
eastern freight classification on cut glass, 
and voted to continue its efforts with the 
western, southern and_ transcontinental 
committees. It was also voted to send 
President H. D. Carey and Director W. F. 
Dorflinger as a committee to represent the 
association before the coming hearing of 
the Ways and Means Committee on the 
Underwood bill (Schedule B), which is to 
be taken up at Washington, D. C., Jan. 8 
next year. 

The association also established a Bu- 
reau of Interchange for the general pro- 
tection of its members, a part of the work 
of which will be the adjustment or collec- 
tion of claims and the supervision of 
credits. 

The same officers were re-elected as fol- 
lows: President, H. D. Carey, Laurel Cut 
Glass Co., Jermyn, Pa.; first vice-president, 
J. E. Marsden, of the Liberty Cut Glass 
Works, Egg Harbor, N. J.; second vice- 
president, Chas.

G. Wm. Sells and Thomas Shotten were 
selected from the directors to represent 
them on the executive committee, which is 
made up of the five officers, together with 
these two men. The meeting adjourned at 

6.30 p. M, to enjoy the banquet. 

The banquet was scheduled for 7 Pp. M. 
in the Hotel Imperial, nearby, but it was 
some time after this hour before the dinner 


was served. The banqueters met in a large 
hall on the ground floor and were seated 
at numerous tables, while at one side of 
the room was a long table at which wee 
seated the officers of the organization and 
others prominent in the work of the asso- 
ciation, together with the guests of the 
evening. 

The menu consisted of oyster, consomme 
en tasse, sea bass, saute meuniere, broiled 
chickén, peas, pommes julienne, salade de 
saison, ice cream, cakes, demi tasse, wine 
and cigars. 

When cigars had been lighted, Presi- 
dent Carey arose and called the banqueters 
to order. He then delivered a short ad- 
dress in which he congratulated the mem- 
bers upon the work accomplished by the 
organization and spoke of the future pros- 
perity of the association. He then intro- 
duced William Ford, of the Burley & Ter- 
rell Co., as the toastmaster of the evening. 

After a few preliminary remarks, Toast- 
master Ford introduced E. N. Stone, sec- 
retary of the National Jewelers Board 01 
Trade, who addressed the cut glass manu- 
facturers on the subject of “Credits and 
the Value of Co-operation.” During the 
course of his address Mr. Stone outlined 
the advantage gained from co-operation 
and discussed credits at some length.

Judge Fawcett, in sentencing Schn 
severely reprimanded him. He told 
prisoner that he was wanted in other ci 
for burglary, that he had already served 
one term in jail for the same offense, and 
the fact that a police officer had found 
him prowling about at night with burglar 
tools and acting suspiciously was enough 
to convince him that burglary was his pro- 
fession. He then sentenced Schmidt to 
seven years in Sing Sing, saying that had 
he succeeded in blowing open a safe, 
which he was evidently attempting to do 
when arrested, the court would have sent 
him to jail for life. 

The severe sentence, said Judge Fawcett, 
was given as a warning to other men con- 
templating burglary. Schmidt was ar- 
rested with four other men last month just 
as they were attempting to break into the 
safe in a shoe store at 670 Broadway, 
Brooklyn, and had they had a little more 
time they would probably have been suc- 
cessful. Pinkerton detectives, working in 
conjunction with the New York police, 
have been trailing the gang for several 
weeks, and their capture is considered 
most important, in view of the many re- 
cent robberies, to jewelry and other estab- 
lishments. Two others in the gang, who 
managed to elude the police when the oth- 
ers were arrested, were later apprehended 
at their homes and are now awaiting trial. 








Interesting Point Under Connecticut 
Gold Law Comes Up in Test Case 
Against a New Haven Jeweler. 

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 13.—Jewelers 
in this section are interested in the prose- 
cution brought under the State law, in 
which Abraham Perlin, a watchmaker and 
jeweler at 94 Congress iAve., was defend- 
ant.

Washington, D. C., Merchants Obtain 
Postponement of Dead Letter Sale. 
WasHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 16—Washing- 

ton merchants in general, and the Retail 

Jewelers’ Association of the District of 

Columbia in particular, won a notable vic- 

tory to-day, when the annual dead letter 

sale of the Post-Office Department was in- 
definitely postponed by order of the Post- 
master-General., 

The order to postpone the sale did not 
come until the last minute, and fully 600 
prospective purchasers were gathered in 
Sloane’s auction rooms waiting for the auc- 
tioneer’s gavel to open the bidding on the 
first item, when word came that the sale 
had been called off. 

The Retail Jewelers’ Association entered 
a vigorous protest against the sale, follow- 
ing the November meeting of the organiza- 
tion, at which the scheme was denounced 
as a lottery. The jewelers contended that 
the sale was a menace to Washington mer- 
chants coming at the time of year when 
everyone is buying Christmas presents. The 
money which many persons would spend 
over the counter of a retail store, it was 
contended, was spent at the post-office “lot- 
tery.” The Retail Merchants’ Association 
and other trade bodies took up the ques- 
tion, with the unexpected result of to-day, 
as the merchants had but little hope that 
the Department would act favorably on 
their protests. 

All preparations had been made? cata- 
logues were out, and the public had gath- 
ered to try its luck on the alleged lottery 
when the word came. Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock, who was in New York, had di- 
rected by long-distance telephone that the 
sale be called off, and Dr. Grandfield, Act- 
ing Postmaster-General, enforced the or- 
der. 

It developed to-day that Mr. Hitchcock, 
through the crush of other business at the 
department, and the work on his annual 
report and the regulations and prepara- 
tions for the installation of the Parcels 
Post, had not been aware of the attitude of 
local business men and the public protests. 
Mr. Hitchcock has always been opposed to 
the sale, and in his last two annual reports 
recommended that it be done away with. 
Consequently, it was explained, when he 
heard of the protests he immediately took 
action.

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Sudden Death of Herman D. Kirmse. 

News reached New York last week of 
the accidental death of Herman D. Kirmse, 
who for several years has been engaged in 
the jewelry business at Skagway, Alaska. 
The news was received from Juneau, 
Alaska, to which point it was flashed by 
wireless from the ship Princess May some 
days before the vessel docked. 

Mr. Kirmse met death at Ketchikan on 
Monday, Nov. 18. He came to the dock, 
and stepping on the square timber rail at- 
tempted to shake hands with the purser 
aboard the Humboldt. In some way he lost 
his balance and went headlong over the 
edge, striking the guard of the vessel. His 
head was crushed and death must have re- 
sulted instantly. The body was recovered 
from the water immediately afterward. 

Few people in Alaska were as well 
known as Mr. Kirmse. He had made his 
home there constantly since the great gold 
stampede, and had conducted a business 
in Skagway for years. Only last year he 
established a branch at Ketchikan. 

Herman D. Kirmse was a native of Iowa, 
having been born in Des Moines in 1863. 
He learned the jewelry business in a small 
town of his native State and later went to 
Deadwood, S. Dak., where he engaged in 
that business. From Deadwood he went to 
Los Angeles and Santa Barbara, Cal., and 
then up the coast to Washington, settling 
in Everett for a short time. He was swept 
north in the first Dawson rush, arriving in 
Skagway in 1897. He went to Dawson and 
Atlin, engaging in mining for a time and 
was very successful at Atlin. 

In 1898 he returned to Skagway and es- 
tablished himself in the jewelry business, 
which grew to ‘be of such importance that 
he felt it incumbent to expand: by establish- 
ing the branch house in Ketchikan. 

At the Alaska-Yukon Exposition of 1909, 
the Kirmse exhibit carried first honors and 
was one of the most attractive features in 
the Alaska building. ‘ 

Mr. Kirmse had been married twice. He 
married his first wife in California. She 
died in the Fall of 1899, leaving their little 
daughter Gladys. He married the second 
time Miss Hazel Cleveland, by whom he 
had two sons, John, aged 6, and Daniel, 
aged 3. All of the children are living and 
were with them at Ketchikan. 

Mr. Kirmse was a member of the Skag- 
way Lodge of Elks and of Camp Skagway 
of the Arctic Brotherhood and other fra- 
ternities. 

His widow is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Cleveland, of Juneau, and a 
sister of Philo J. Cleveland and Mrs. Ma- 
lony, wife of Judge John F. Malony, all of 
whom are pioneer residents of Juneau. 

A particularly distressing incident con- 
nected with the tragedy is that Judge 
Malony and wife arrived on the Spokane a 
few hours after it happened. Judge and 
Mrs. Malony had been to Seattle to be 
present at their daughter’s wedding and 
were en route home.

trade are taking steps to get together and 
settle upon a gem schedule such as this 
industry wants in any new tariff that may 
be enacted by the coming Congress and 
which is necessary to insure revenue to 
the Government and keep the trade out of 
the hands of the smugglers. As noted last 
week, at a recent meeting of the American 
Jewelers’ Protective Association a commit- 
tee was appointed for the purpose of taking 
steps for the formation of a tariff com- 
mittee representing all branches of the gem 
industry for the purpose of settling on a 
gem schedule and looking after the same 
when it goes to Congress. This committee 
has already started on this work, as it must 
act quickly in order to settle all differences 
and unite the trade on a schedule before 
the end of next month, when the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means will hold hearings 
on that part of the tariff which covers the 
jewelry trade. 

As we have constantly pointed out, we 
as a trade will have one of the hardest 
fights in our history to retain a common- 
sense gem schedule, because by the argu- 
ments that they have used in the campaign 
a large number of the members of the new 
Congress are practically pledged to a high 
tax on luxuries, and one of the easiest 
ways of keeping their pledges to their con- 
stituents would be by voting for a high 
tariff on precious stones. True, we have 
the experience under the Wilson bill to 
point to as an argument, and we will have 
the support of the T easury Department 
and probably the Secret Service agents of 
the Government in proving that a high 
tariff means low revenue and an enormous 
increase in smuggling; but even though we 
can convince the Congressmen that a low 
duty on gems is just and reasonable, we 
have still to overcome their reluctance to 
putting themselves on record as in favor of 
anything but 


gem 


a high duty. 

As a united trade, as a body of manu- 
facturers, cutters. wholesalers and retailers, 
with a well-defined tariff schedule properly 
worked out and supported by logical argu- 
ments, we may win out. As a trade di- 
vided, with different ideas on the tariff, we 
cannot and will not get anything but ill- 
considered legislation in the way of a high 
duty that will put our industry in the hands 
of the smugglers. 

Therefore, the work of the tariff commit- 
tee which is being formed in our industry 
should be helped by everyone and every 
aid possible proffered the committee in its 
attempt to harmonize the trade and prepare 
a proper schedule. 


HE old Jewelers’ 

The Passing of the League is no 
Jewelers’ League. more, for with the 
signing of the con- 

tract of merger between the Order of the 
Golden Seal. of Roxbury, N. Y., and the 
Assurance League of America by the Su- 
perintendent of Insurance of the State of 
New York last week, the “League,” as it 
has been familiarly called for many years, 
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completely disappears and its members, or 
at least those it had left, become members 
of the Order of the Golden Seal. For 
sentimental if for no other reasons the 
passing of the League will be mourned by 
a large number of people in the trade to 
whom the organization at one time meant 
much. 

“The Jewelers’ League” was started in 
1877 as a fraternal and a life-insurance 
organization within the lines of the jew- 
elry trade, and in both fields it performed 
its functions and performed them well. 
For many years the annual meeting of the 
Jewelers’ League of New York was one 
of the great events in the trade. It was 
the occasion of the gathering of prominent 
jewelers from all sections of the country 
and the discussion of topics to their mutual 
interest, those relating to the trade as well 
as those relating to the organization. 
Later, as the members grew older and the 
membership grew less, the meetings were 
not so well attended, but still its meetings 
were important events and the occasions 
of many reunions and the recementing of 
friendships which could not have occurred 
in other ways. 

Even when the constitution was changed 
and the organization became the “Assurance 
League of America,’ and opened its doors 
to other trades as well, considerable of the 
old sentiment was manifested toward the 
“League,” as it was still fondly called. Of 
recent years, with the big drop in mem- 
bership and the increase in mortality, cou- 
pled with the fact that practically no meet- 
ings of its members were held under 
the new constitution, it had lost in great 
part its hold as a jewelry-trade organiza- 
tion and it performed no functions except 
those of a life-insurance company. 

The “League” has now gone the way of so 
many fraternal organizations that offer in- 
surance at less than cost; for though it 
raised its rates many times, it was not until 
the level-premium plan was adopted that 
any member paid the full cost of insurance 
at his attained age. Though in a critical 
condition as far as the future was con- 
cerned, the League was not insolvent and 
has paid every claim against it in full, It 
was as a solvent organization that it was 
merged into the Order of the Golden Seal. 
It has gone and with it kas gone the only 
attempt ever made to form a fraternity in 
the American jewelry trade.

There were a number of 
other customers in the store at the time 
and as all of the clerks were busy, Mr.

They said there were 
several in the window which had taken 
their fancy, and they would like to look at 
those. The jeweler went to the window 
to bring the scarf pins, and while his back 
was turned one of the young men leaned 
icross the counter, opened the show case 
and grabbed a $200 diamond pendant. At 
the same time his companion seized a hand- 
ful of scarfpins and then both men ran 
from the store.

One of the young men ran south on Third 
Ave. and the other ran north, Mr. Hol- 
linger following the latter. Although the 
thoroughfare was crowded at the time and 
the jeweler kept calling out, “Stop thief!” 
nobody interfered. Mr. Hollinger was 
gaining on the thief when he suddenly 
turned into the hallway of a tenement, 
slammed and bolted the door and then es- 
caped through the rear entrance. 

The police were notified of the theft and 
detectives are now working on the case. 
Mr. Hollinger stated that he did not see 
how it was possible for the young man to 
open the show case as it was particularly 
broad and there was no way of getting be- 
hind it.

All the thief had to do was 
to press on the projection until he pushed 
the lock back into the case. The loss did 
not become public until the Fair officials 
reported it to their insurance agents. 

The big fire of last week caused great 
anxiety among the tenants of the Johnston 
building. Clarence Loeb, of Herman & 
Loeb, was returning from a trip through 
northern Ohio. As he was passing the 
Rendigs-Lothman Co.’s place of business 
he saw a tongue of flame shoot out of the 
clothing establishment. He tried to call 
his father on the telephone, but was un- 
able to reach his house, and got iAaron 
Herman. The latter located Mr. Loeb, artd 
they came down in a taxicab. The flames 
for a time tthreatened the supports of the 
Johnston building and burned a structure 
just behind it.

used in Cincinnati in many a day was in- 
advertently dashed on fire which threat- 
ened the Herschede building last week in 
the Gibson House conflagration.

The wind turned soon afterwards 
and the building was saved. The next day 
the employes of the plating department 
could not find the gold and platinum plat- 
ing solutions. Then it dawned on Mr. 
Herschede and Mr. Westhoff that they had 
put out the fire with $100 worth of plati- 
num and gold. The firm was open for 
business the next morning, as usual, but 
the smell of smoke was not out until the 
end of the week.

A fine exhibition of jewelry and art work 
is now open at the Newcomb Pottery from 
10 A. M. to 10 p. M. It consists mostly of 
works by the Alumnae of the Newcomb Art 
School. 

John C, Meyer & Son are preparing for 
an extraordinary holiday rush. They have 
an extensive trade in the French market 
section, although they cater to the diamond 
buyers of the city. 

White Bros. now have a magnificent cut 
glass department in the rear of their store. 
It is a room surrounded by wails of French 
glass, and the cut glass stock is plainly 
seen from the exterior. 

The Gauche Conner Co., the big cut glass 
and crockery house, has unusually hand- 
some window displays of holiday goods, 
which are causing favorable comment 
among local merchants. 

Oscar A. Lessing, representing the S. & 
B. Lederer Co., Providence, R. I., has been 
in town, as has Jack Goode, of the E. L. 
Spencer Co., Providence, R. I., who made 
his semi-annual trip to New Orleans. 

Henry Roder, diamond importer, export- 
er and jeweler in the Canal-Louisiana Bank 
& Trust Co. building, has enlarged his quar- 
ters and now occupies three rooms, 205, 
206 and 207 on the second floor. He is now 
carrying a full line of watches, jewelry and

Christmas trade has opened briskly in Louisville 
and members of the trade are reaping the harvest 
for which so much preperation was made. The 
Christmas business has started in earlier than for 
several years indicating not only that the public 
has determined to do its shopping early, but that 
the 1912 holiday business is to surpass that of all 
previous years in volume. Night work is neces- 
sity at present, and every available salesman will 
be employed until the big day is at hand. The buy- 
ing indulged in by the Louisville public is nowhere 
more evident than in manufacturing jewelry estab- 
lishments. Engravers are being worked the longest 
shifts, and even at that pace are having much 
difficulty in keeping up with the large volume of 
work.

TRADE CONDITIONS. 


A surprisingly good Christmas trade has de- 
veloped in Pittsburgh. Usually jewelers look for- 
word at Christmas time to about 10 big days of 
holiday buying, but it looks as though they will 
have about 15 days this year. A week or 10 days 
ago buying to any great extent did not look 
promising, but since then there has been a marked 
change. Dealers say that watches are in demand 
and that more are being sold than for a number 
of years yast. This appears to be a good year 
for the best grade of goods, although this does 
not mean that the inferior grades are not being 
sold. There is every indication that the present 
Christmas trade will be one of the best that has 
been experienced in many years, if not the best 
in the history of the jewelry business of this city. 





Walter G. King, of the Julius King Op- 
tical Co., New York, was a visitor here last 
week. 

State Senator Henry Zilliken, Wellsburg, 
W. Va., called on his friends in Pittsburgh 
last week. 

The squares between Fifth Ave. and 
Third Ave. in Market St. have been hand- 
somely illuminated with fancy colored lights 
strung from building to building across the 
streets with fancy set lights in the center. 
The jewelers in this territory helped to 
make this display. 

During a most exciting fire in Federal St. 
last week, opposite the store of August 
Loch, the latter’s business was closed to 
trafic for almost an eutire morning when 
11 business concerns were burned out. Mr. 
Loch made his place headquarters for the 
city firemen, who did such good work in 
extinguishing the flames. Mr. Loch fur- 
nished the firemen with hot drinks and told 
the firemen and police to make themselves 
at home in his establishment. The firemen 
greatly appreciated his kindness. 

Three petitions have been filed in the 
Common Pleas Court, protesting against 
the proposed highway tunnels under the Mt. 
Washington Hills to the South Hills, as 
proposed by the county commissioners. 
The petitions are signed by three jewelers 
—J. Alexander Hardy, of the Hardy & 
Hayes Co., and William and Otto Heeren, 
of Heeren Bros. & Co. It is said that 
they want the tunnels located not where 
traffic will be most congested but where 
it will relieve congestion. The plans of 
the commissioners were approved by the 
Grand Jury, which is in accordance with 
the law, before the court petitions were 
filed. 

Jewelers, not only in Pittsburgh but 
throughout the State, are manifesting a 
keen interest in the movement started to 
have the Mercantile Tax repealed. One 
prominent jeweler in Pittsburgh, whose re- 
tail business is incorporated, informed THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR correspondent that the 
Government tax on incorporations and the 
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mercantile tax levies double tribute—both 
State and Government. In addition to this, 
the jeweler must pay a property tax to keep 
up the city and county government. Jew- 
elers are said to be rebelling because of 
being taxed so much in Pennsylvania and 
assert that it is high time that their bur- 
dens are made lighter. 

Many out-of-town merchants were in 
Pittsburgh last week buying goods, being 
attracted here to replenish stocks because 
of good trade.

A jury has found a verdict of $900 in 
favor of George A. Gow against Harold F. 
Parrisb, for damages to the former’s 
chatacter, as a result of the diamond rob- 
bery at the office of the Adams Express 
Co. a number of months ago when a pack- 
age of gems being returned to Sam F. Sipe 
from a Sharpsville, Pa. jeweler was 
stolen. Owing to the publicity given the 
theft, Parrish returned some of the stolen 
property and when confronted with the 
matter asserted that he had bought the 
stones from Mr. Gow. Both men had 
worked for the Adams Express Co. and 
both were placed under arrest, as was 
stated in THe JEWELERS’ CrircuLar at the 
time. When the case was called for trial, 
however, Parrish admitted being guilty of 
the charge and exonerated Mr. Gow, 
who he asserted had no part in the rob- 
bery. In the meantime, however, Mr. 
Gow had served 75 days in jail. Much to 
the surprise of many, the court paroled 
Parrish, notwithstanding that an innocent 
man was made to suffer. Gow brought suit 
in the United States Court for $5,000 
damages to his character and the verdict 
for $900 was awarded. Some of the stolen 
gems were set into rings by Pittsburgh 
jewelers. The goods, however, were re- 
covered and no one suffered any loss but 
those directly concerned in the matter and 
the express company which was put to 
much expense prosecuting the case. 








One of the neatest and handiest souvenirs 
that come to the trade annually is the little 
vest-pocket memorandum diary issued by 
Handy & Harman, bullion dealers, refiners, 
etc., of Bridgeport and New York. This 
is in the form of a small, gilt edge, calendar 
memorandum book, bound in calf, with 
spaces for every day of the year. The 
edition for 1913, which has just been is- 
sued, has all the handy features of its pred- 
ecessors in the way of tables of weights, 
gauges, etc., at the front of the book, and 
at the back of the calendar memorandum 
pages are leaves for addresses, cash ac- 
counts, telephone numbers etc., with a 
monthly calendar for 1914.

TRADE CONDITIONS. 

Jewelers report that the holiday trade opened 
considerably earlier this season and that the indi- 
cations are that a record-breaking business will 
be secured. General conditions in this city and 
all over the State are so satisfactory that it is 
only natural that the jewelry trade should receive 
some of the prosperity. Industrial plants in Mil- 
waukee are operating as near the capacity mark 
as they can, considering the shortage of labor, and 
money is more plentiful here than it has been 
since before the panic of 1907. The dry goods, 
clothing and department stores are complaining 
somewhat because of the delay in the arrival of 
cold weather, but conditions in other lines are 
highly satisfactory. Business in the smaller cities 
and towns of Wisconsin is exceedingly good as a 
natural result of the bumper crops harvested 
during the past season. 

E. D. Crandall, jeweler at Milton Junc- 
tion, Wis., has installed several new fix- 
tures and has added a sheet music depart- 
ment to his business. 

E. L. Feiling has moved from 485 12th 
St. to new and larger quarters in a build- 
ing which has been erected at 450 12th 
St. Mr. Feiling has installed various new 
fixtures and a large and extensive stock. 

E. H. Warnke & Co., manufacturing jew- 
elers in the Enterprise building, are meeting 
with such a rush of business before the 
holiday season that they have installed con- 
siderable new equipment and increased their 
working force. 

Charged with robbing a jewelry store 
at West Rosendale, Wis., of jewelry and 
about $25 in cash, a man, said to be from 
Huntsville, Ill, was arrested recently at 


Ripon, Wis. It is reported that the jew- 
elry and $20 was taken from the man by the 
police. 

It is understood that the Marshall block 
on Wisconsin St., between Broadway and 
Milwaukee Sts., leased some time ago to 
the Bunde & Upmeyer Co., was secured by 
the jewelry firm for investment purposes, 
and that the concern does not intend to 
move from its present location at the corner 
of Wisconsin and E. Water Sts. The 
lease was made for 99 years to the Orion 
Realty Co., of which Louis W. Bunde and 
William Upmeyer are the leading members. 
The property has a frontage of 120 feet on 
Wisconsin St. and 130 feet on Broadway. 

Theodoré Cohen, of Cohen & Epstein, 
226 Grand Ave., was fined $1 in District 
Court recently, after being found guilty of 
assault and battery on Eugene J. Schroe- 
der, 784 Layton Boulevard. Louis G. Ep- 
stein, the other member of the jewelry 
firm, arrested on the same charge, was 
found not guilty. Schroeder charged that 
he was assaulted in the jewelry store when 
he attempted to collect commission on a 
diamond ring that he had induce a cus- 
tomer to purchase. Schroeder claimed 
that he took the customer to the store and 
that a diamond ring was purchased for 
$47. The jewelers gave him $4, he said, 
but he claimed in his complaint that he 
later found the ring was not as represented.

OUBLE up your advertising space in 
D the newspapers. 

3uy a few new cuts to illustrate your 
Christmas advertisements, 

Decorate your store and windows with 
holly wreaths and Christmas greens. 

Don’t be afraid to show goods. Show 
them a second time if necessary. 

Keep the counters clear. Don’t allow any 
jines to accumulate on the counter tops. 
Show goods willingly, but don’t allow them 
to accumulate before the customer. 

Help customers by doing up other par- 
cels for them. They'll appreciate your 
courtesy and remember it a long time. 

Be careful in using decorative materials 
that they do not get near gas lamps. Do 
not use electric wiring except it is put in 
by an experienced electrician. Do not run 
the risk of having a fire at this season of 
the year. You have too much at stake. 

Urge people to shop early by showing 
Christmas merchandise early. You can do 
much by way of suggestion in your news- 
paper advertisements and window displays 

You will find it profitable to send out a 
small booklet illustrating some of the most 
suitable lines for gifts. If booklets are too 
expensive, folders will serve. 

Use special price tickets for your Christ- 
mas trims. A neat card can be made 
fastening one or two holly leaves and a 
couple of red berries in the corners of the 
cards. A green card cut in the shape of a 
holly leaf might attract attention. The 
wording or price could be put on in bril- 
liant red, 

Special holiday wrapping paper would 
‘reate a sensation, if you are the first to 
use it. Of course, you will use plenty of 
Christmas boxes. 

Don’t tack on prices because it’s Christ- 
mas, but for goodness’ sake don’t do busi- 
uess for nothing; get a decent profit. The 
Christmas season is your harvest time; reap 
all you can and make all the customers you 
‘an by fair and honest treatment. 

Don’t get crusty because people are only 
looking around. Let them have as good a 

10k as you can. They'll come back to you 
if you’re pleasant and the other fellow is 
not. 


Wish everyone a “Merry Christmas” as 








if you really meant it. Merry Christmas 
is near—catch the ‘true Christmas spirit. 

Make the necessary labor as light as pos- 
sible for everyone in your employ. Long 
hours are necessary. Pay extra and charge 
it up to your Christmas offering. 

Create a spirit of enthusiasm in your 
store over the Christmas season. This will 
prove hard, no doubt, when the sales force 
contemplate the long hours in store for 
them. But a little extra pay will go a long 
way towards enthusing them. 

Hire your extra sales people early. Get 
them in and acquainted with your stock. 
They will be able to serve their customers 
easier and more quickly, and not interfere 
so often with your regular selling staff by 
asking at some critical moment where “this, 
that or the other” is to ‘be found. 

Plan ahead. Push lines that have lin- 
gered. Now is the very best time to sell 
goods that have stuck. Get them out. Pol- 
ish them up. Put them where they must be 
seen. Do not cut the price without first 
trying to get the regular marked figure. 
Cut prices and Christmas gifts do not go 
very well together.

** Plain Facts About Business’’ Made Plainer. 





AusTIN, Tex., Dec. 11. 1912. 
Editor THe JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR: 

Dear SiR—On page 111 of your issue of 
Oct. 30 you give examples of the cost of 
doing business. Will you please explain to 
me how you came to the result in the ex- 
ample where No. 4 loses $375 on an annual 
business of $63,000, with expenses of $14,- 
000 and with an average of 60 per cent. 
gross profit on sales? How does this leave 
him in the hole at $375, while in example 
No. 6—annual business $55,000, expenses 
$14,208.10 and 60 per cent. added to invoice 
cost—a net profit of $6,416 is left? 

Please explain to me by what means of 
calculation you came to the conclusions 
you do in the above two cases, and oblige, 

C. M. 


ANSWER :—I have just worked over these 





two problems and [ find I have made an 
error in No. 4. 
I find that the error is not one of process, 
but one made in calculation. It is quite 
evident to me that I have made this error 
in transcribing. 
As the process of finding these results 
may be not only interesting but instructive, ij 
[ will again work out the figures in No. 4 
in full. This will show how this may be 
done in any store with any set of figures 
representing the items shown here: 
‘Annual business, $55,000 sales and $8,000 } 
receipts from repairs; total receipts, $63,000. 5 
Expenses total $14,000. ; 















































Average profit 60 per cent. gross. ¢ 
Given the above figures, how can we find ® 
the net profit for the year? a 


In the first place, it will be noted that 
in making these calculations we follow the i 
old method of computing the gross profit 
on invoice price and not on selling price. 
We have done this because we are sure this 
firm followed this methed, the method fol- 
lowed by a vast majority of merchants in 
all retailing lines, 

Our first aim is to find out the amount 
of the gross profits. That is an easy mat- 
ter when we know the profits average 60 
per cent. on cost. We work this out as a 
simple problem of percentage. 

The invoice price or cost will equal 100 
per cent. The profit is 60 per cent. Total, 

160 per cent. ; 

This 160 per cent. of the cost is, of ¢ 
course, equal to the selling price. This is § 
given as $63,000. 

If 160 per cent. equals $63,000, then 1 
per cent. equals $63,000 divided by 160, or 
$393.75. Multiply this by 60 and we get 
$23,625, the gross profit. 

If $22,625 is the profit and $14,000 the 
expenses, the difference must be the net 
profit. The net profit at 60 per cent. in this 
business was $9,625. 

The reader will note that the first figure 
of the gross profits is a “2.” My error 
was made in setting this down as “1,” and 
this, of course, produced the apparent loss 
of $375 as set forth in the issue of Oct. 30. 

The writer appreciates the above letter 
very much. It has been hard to get actual 
figures from dealers, although no names 
have been mentioned in any of these ar- 
ticles. 

If there is any part of these articles that 
is not clear to any reader, a request for 
an explanation will bring it. If the writer 
has made any other mistakes he would 
like to have them pointed out so that he 
may correct them.

| f was nearly midnight of Christmas Day. 
The store had rot been “tidied up” 
from the assaults of tne day before, as the 
ipprentice had been excused that day from 
any more serious responsibilities than 
struggling with his share of the turkey 
and fixin’s. Torn tissue paper and empty 
boxes littered the space behind the coun- 
ter, the stock on the shelves was awry, and 
the general confusion indicated the hurried 
selling of the previous day. All was quiet 
now except for the ticking of various 
clocks; and something there was in the 
ticking note that was easily interpreted by 
sympathetic goods of other kinds as a clock 
sigh. There was a pervasive atmosphere 
of “the blues,” and a spirit of forlornness 
and discontent.

Here 
I’ve been ticking away for dear life for 
two long months, and never a buyer has 
given me a look. I declare I’ve a notion 
to strike!” And with that it gave a mad 
clang with its alarm and struck 23, while 
other neglected clocks clapped their hands 
in applause and—those that had them— 
stamped their feet; the light-headed bird 
in the Cuckoo Clock flapped its wings so 
earnestly that it was lifted off its feet and 
tumbled to the floor. Of all the clocks 
the Regulator alone preserved its dignity in 
the general excitement, and finally spoke 
as follows:

All eyes were on the Regulator, who 
whispered to his homely friend, Material 
Cabinet, “Be good enough to ‘wet my 
whistle’ with a little oil—I may need a 
stimulant in my first attempt at public 
speaking.” Then, thoughtfully stroking his 
face with his minute-hand, he turned to the 
audience and said: 

“From what has transpired this Christ- 
mas night it is evident that our esteemed 
fellow-tickizens, the Clock family, are in 
revolt against the powers tnat be. They 
claim that they are intolerably oppressed.

In a moment (for “Time flies”) 
they were in his bed-room; had twisted 
their hands into the neck of his night 
shirt; had dragged him into the frosty air, 
where the snow blew around his ankles;

oner!” A wild yell of satisfaction greeted 
the Jeweler, who was so dazed and terri- 
fied by the uncanny scene that he could 
only look about him in stupefied amaze- 
ment while his knees smote together.

How to Bay. 
PART I. 

HE man who does the buying for any 
T retail store, whether jeweler or some 
tradesman, has it in his power to 
make the ‘business a great success or to 
make it a dismal failure. Buying, while 
often done in the most slipshod and unsys- 
ematic way, is of greater importance than 
even the greatest buyers are aware. 

For the purpose of bringing our ideas 
out clearly in this article the term “buyer” 
will be used instead of merchant, or jew- 
eler. In this way the relation of the buyer 
to the merchant can be shown. If a mer- 
chant does his own buying he can compare 
his methods of buying with that of the 
“buyer” so frequently mentioned in this 
article. 

When the buyer sets out to make his 
purchases for the season to come he is 
hedged around a great deal, and is not free 
to follow out his own inclinations. If he 
should follow his own likes and dislikes 
disregarding local conditions he would soon 
fill up the store with a great deal of unsal- 
able merchandise. 

His first consideration is to consider the 
policy of the store. It may be that the 
store will handle only articles of a cer- 
tain high grade, or, the store may handle 
the more popular and cheaper grades. In 
the majority of cases the buyer will find 
his store trying to steer a course midway 
between the real high-grade lines and the 
cheap, shoddy stuff, put out for looks re- 
gardless of wear, 

Presuming the latter course is pursued 
the buyer will not go below a set standard. 
His firm stands to a certain extent for 
quality, and an implied guarantee of qual- 
ity goes with every sale. He may buy 
heavily upon the best sellers of the medium 
lines, as they are safe. In buying the 
higher-priced lines he must exercise cau- 
tion and use all his judgment. He cannot 
afford to be slipshod in his methods here. 

In a great many jewelry stores where 
. mixed grade of merchandise is sold the 
huyer is really afraid to buy the best grades 
it all. If he does he merely nibbles. It is 
not necessary to overstock; but a buyer 
should try at least to have a representative 
line. It will be found in every jewelry 
shop in this country that it is not the high- 
grade lines that prove the stickers; more 
often it is the trashy, faddy lines that are 
manufactured to catch the popular trade. 

\ good buyer will always look out for 
he line that has the greatest selling value. 
(his counts more in business every year. 

should ask himself the question, “Will 

sell?” If he can answer “Yes, readily,” 
en it is safe to buy after he has deter- 

ned the quantity he should buy. 

“How many to buy” is another feature 
f a buyer’s judgment that is often swayed 
1 a Way to make him rather reckless while 


ther 


seemingly very careful. A special discount 
for quantity purchases is often his un- 
doing. He buys more than. he requires, 
and loses in interest more than he has 
made in discounts. On the other hand, 
some buyers are afraid to touch quantities. 
Here is an instance of the losses that are 
occurring to the jeweler every season be- 
cause of short buying: 

A buyer picked out eight quarter-dozens 
of a certain line. One of these was staple. 
tHe had had it many times before, always 
selling out before any of the others. The 
salesman said: “Mr. B., allow me to make 
a suggestion.” 

He picked out four of the samples and 
the one that was staple. “Buy this lot in 
quarters and this line in a quarter-gross 
lot, and get the extra 10 per cent. we are 
offering for sales in the original packages.”’ 

The merchant demurred. He would not 
have as good a variety. The salesman then 
said: “Mr. B., do you know how many of 
that staple line you have sold in the last 
year?” 

The merchant confessed that he had 
never kept track; he had bought lots of 
them, he knew, because every order he had 
given had had “one quarter-dozen” of that 
line in it. 

The salesman told him he had sold seven 
dozen. After some thought the buyer said: 
“And we have been out of that item half 
the time, too. You had better send us half 
a gross this time.” ‘He saw his false posi- 
tion at once. 

This had meant a loss of 10 per cent. on 
seven dozen of this article. While the item 
is small in itself, multiply it many times 
over during the year and we find it 
amounts to quite a tidy sum—all profit, too. 

The buyer should never depend wholly 
upon himself in buying. He should have 
an ear open to every sound that might 
help hin: to select his wares more intel- 
ligently. The customer can and does give 
him a lot of pointers, but, sad to relate, 
‘hey are too often either overlooked or 
scorned on account of prejudice. It is the 
same with the selling staff of the store. 
They are offering suggestions every day. 
Some of these are good, some bad; but all 
should be listened to and carefully weighed 
in the balance of judgment. 

A few years ago an old merchant fell 
in love with a certain novelty. He had his 
doubts as to its salability, because of which 
l.e did not order it but took it to his son 
and asked for an opinion. The son most 
emphatically turned it down, almost too em- 
phatically for his father, for he ordered a 
dozen. The son’s judgment proved right; 
it did not sell. 

The buyer must have the buying instinct 
to a certain extent; but he will find it very 
safe to rely upon his judgment, provided 
he brings to the aid of that judgment a 
critical and impartial and unprejudiced 
mind. The merits of the article must be 
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weighed in the scales of judgment with 
honest weights. 

The buyer must remember always that 
no matter how salable an article appears 
to be, no matter how much profit he figures 
on making by its sale,-he won’t make any 
profit until it is profitably sold. It must 
have been sold, the expenses attendant on 
its sale provided for and the article paid 
for—then the balance is-profit. It is only 
what is left over after all selling expenses 
and costs have been paid that is profit— 
actual profit. 

The buyer should buy strictly for profit. 
He should turn down every proposition 
that will not pay a profit, because that is 
what he buys goods for.

Employer and Employe. 





A FACTOR that is steadily receiving 
greater attention in the retail world 
is closer relation between the employer 
and the employe. There are evidences of 
the growing tendency on the part of pro- 
gressive retail concerns to train and de- 
velop their employes, and more especially 
their salespeople. Every now and again 
we learn that some concern in large cities 
has engaged the services of some outside 
party as an aid in this training process. 
Others require each department head to 
instruct his or her staff. Some concerns go 
so far as to have the buyer explain to his 
salespeople the merits and good points of 
the merchandise put on special sale. 

All this is in marked contrast to the 
go-as-you-please methods which prevailed 
in most progressive stores up to a few 
years ago. Such methods are, indeed, a 
striking commentary on the ideas which 
still create the attitude and policies of 
some merchants in regard to their em- 
ployes. 

There still exist to-day employers who 
fear to develop those who work for them 
—employers who are afraid that their em- 
ployes will develop too fast or too much. 
They seem to think that the employe grows 
at their, the employers’, expense, and espe- 
cially do they fear that the employe who 
is able to grow will make increasing de- 
mands on the payroll. 

These merchants forget, or, perhaps, 
have never seen, that one of the greatest 
factors in the growth of any business is 
the growth and development of its em- 
ployes.—Fabrics, Fancy Goods and Notions.

Benedict (abbot) has been represented 
with a raven at his feet, a cross in his 
hand, also with a raven having a loaf in 
his bill; St. Paul (hermit) and St. Eras- 
mus have been depicted with a raven 
bringing a loaf; St. Oswald (king-martyr) 
has been pictured with a raven in his hand, 
a ring in its bill, also with a raven bring- 
ing him a letter and a golden box of holy 
chrism; St. Ida, or Itta, has been portrayed 
with a raven having a ring in its mouth, 
also a crow or raven, sometimes on a mill- 
stone, and again with a crow or raven driv- 
ing wild beasts from the martyr’s body; 
St. William Firmatus has been depicted 
having a raven conducting him to the Holy 
Land; St. Adrian has been pictured having 
his arms and legs chopped off while a 
raven descends; St. Arnold has been por- 
trayed with a raven carrying away a poi- 
soned fish; a raven has been pictured find- 
ing the martyred head of Auxentius; St. 
Venerus has been represented with a raven 
bringing him food; St. Amatus has been 
pictured with the Devil under form of a 
raven carrying off his bread; St. Meinhardt 
has been portrayed with two ravens pur- 
suing his murderers. (Husenbeth.) “The 
ensign of the ancient Danes was the bird 
of Odin.”—Mollett. “In Christian art 
ravens are an emblem of God’s providence, 
from their having been the means selected 
by Him to feed the prophet Elisha.”—Fair- 
holt.

There exists, about a centimeter from the 
edge of the object, a blue line which de- 
scribes the shape and upon which is built 
a series of ornamental motifs that are en- 
closed inside of a kind of shell or baldachin 
of which the forms vary infinitely, and in 
the interior of which there exists, nearly 
always, a regular design in reserve and of 
which the center is generally a flower. To 
join these shells, whose number varies ac- 
cording to their length, we avail ourselves 
of garlands of leaves or flowers, from 
which escape in turn small fleurons. These 
fleurons group themselves around other 
ornaments and serve to bring them more 
or less near to the center of the object, 
which consists often of a cul-de-lampe 
(bracket) drawn after contemporary de- 
sign. They represent baskets of flowers, 
vases of fruits, or again, exceptionally, 
coats-of-arms. That which makes the suc- 
cess of this style is that it is purely deco- 
tative. Light and shadow are entirely use- 
less in their effect, representing solely a 
flat design and without relief.

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Compensation Pendulum. 





HO in the clock-making world is not 
familiar with the many kinds of 
compensation pendulums which serve as 
regulators for the so widely popular and 
nowadays so highly favored year (360 day) 
clocks? says Aug. Held, of Munich, in the 
Leipziger Uhrmacher Zeitung, In one kind 
greater attention is bestowed on exterior 
appearance and in other styles technical 
value is accorded the chief consideration. 
Among the latter are the compensation tor- 
sion pendulums. With a view to increase 
the precision of adjustment and to place 
the year clocks at least on equal footing as 
to value with other, better clocks, efforts 
have been made for years past to counter- 
act by devices the effect of temperature in- 





fluences on the revolving pendulum by con- 
triving compensation effects, through me- 
chanical adjustments, in the pendulum 
itself. 

In the main the object has been to effect 
by mechanical means changes in the length 
of the pendulum spring—a shortening for 
heat and for cold an elongation of the 
steel ribbon—or by the mechanical dis- 
placement of the center of gravity of the 
oscillating mass to control the oscillating 
period of the torsion pendulum. For this 
purpose metals with varying expansion co- 
efficients were called into use, either com- 
bined or each part working for itself— 
steel (0.00001079) and brass (0.00001868) 
or steel and zinc (0.00002493). According 
to opinion, possibly as the result of ex- 
perience, and not infrequently according to 


strictly scientific knowledge, the selection 
of metals was in each case made. 

It was peculiar, however, that in many 
cases sufficient care was not exercised to 
insure the absolute connection of the metals. 
Apart from the fact that in most instances 
only tin soldering was employed, it often 
happened that this tin joint in itself was 
too bulky or that stretches of considerable 
extent would be bare because they were not 
touched by the soldering flux. To consider 
a compensation effect in the desired and 
expected sense in such case is vain. Never- 
theless this circumstance is worthy of re- 
membrance in furnishing an explanation to 


one or another interested party. Where 
the metal bodies are not compactly 
connected the effect will not be with- 


out defects and a predetermined compen-

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ting faculty will be quite impossible. 
Undoubtedly the low prices of the clocks 
ere an obstacle. This injurious circum- 
tance was provoked by competition. Never- 
theless, here and there honest efforts have 
not failed to place a reliable article on the 
market. One firm might be mentioned par- 
ticularly—Grivolas, Paris—who furnished 
an excellent example to competition which 
is in every respect worthy of following. 
Clockmakers should, however, be them- 
selves inte-ested in encouraging better prices 
and thus support our domestic manu- 
facture, making it possible for them to 
notably improve the quality and by this 
means eliminate the widespread principle— 
cheapness. 

For this reason we should not under- 
estimate the efforts made by some to offer 
improvements, especially when they are 
directed towards the attainment of really 
sound regulating devices; on the other 
hand, to actually increase the value of the 
product, and by satisfying the public to 
encourage an active desire to buy. 

From these viewpoints the presentation 
of my new metal compensation pendulum 
will be understood. The association of this 
imp7ovement with former productions was 
mainly inspired by the desire to open the 
doors to further attempts in different direc- 
tions. Although at first sight the plan of 
this pendulum may appear to those inter- 
ested somewhat complicated, they will on 
closer investigation and more intimate ac- 
quaintance be readily convinced that the 
woking compensation parts leave nothing 
to be desired as regards simplicity, nor 
does its production in large quantities pre- 
sent any difficulties; moreover, the entire 
construction is distinguished by simplified 
manufacturing methods. The main fact, 
however, is the pendulum possesses prac- 
tical value. 

This will be evident from a description 
of its construction and the theory of the 
results to be obtained. 

We have first a hollow disk, a; on this 
is laid the flange b, which is attached to 
the disk a by the screw c and is screwed 
fast in the inside of the disk by the hexag- 
mal nut d after the tension spring /, 
which also serves as a washer (Fig. 11), 
has first been attached. Then the pendu- 
lum head e is set on, the disk f added and 
both tightened to the pendulum hook 
Screws g on the screw c. With this in the 
main the body of the pendulum is mounted. 

The inner bottom h, which represents an 
edged disk 2.5 millimeters in thickness 
(Figs. 1 and 4 with section C-D), supports 
the entire mechanism, and this must be en- 
tirely put together outside of the pendulum 
disk—at least as far as it relates to the 
compensation section. There are six balls, 
k, provided, which, according to Figs. 5 
and 6, are to be fitted above the neck with 
cTOSs pins or screws, ”, by means of which 
the balls k can be suspended in the notches 
(recesses) in the bottom h, so that the 
screws lie in the groove 1 in the bottom. 
The recesses in the bottom are made large 
enough to permit a free movement of the 
ball flanges. The compensation strips / 
(Fig. 5) are firmly screwed on to the end 
surface of the balls k, which is effected in 
a contrivance that holds the axis » firmly 
and by means of a guide insures the rec- 
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tangular direction of the strips 7. This 
installation of the balls in the manner de- 
scribed or their axes on the bottom h 
makes it certain that all the six ball bear- 
ings, and with them the balls themselves, 
remain at an even distance from the center 
of the pendulum. This is certainly insured 
if the groove i (Figs. 1 and 4 and section 
C-D) is turned to the outer edge of the 
bottom in a chuck. In this manner, too, 
the location of the groove in all pendulums 
is easily maintained. The balls k now lie 
loose in their place, and to hold them fast 
the stamped-out iron washers o, which are 
about 0.6 millimeter thick (Figs. 1 and 7), 
are laid over the arbors and screwed down. 
These washers, by means of their narrow- 
ing towards the front, control at the same 
time the lateral position of the balls and 
regulate their side play. 

When in this manner the bottom fA and 
the balls & are united the bottom h is laid, 
as shown in Fig. 2, section A-B, in the hol- 
low space of the pendulum disk. The bot- 
tom can then be fastened in two ways by 
means of screwing at three points; either 
three blocks are soldered on to the bottom 
of the hollow disk a and the screwing-on 
is effected from below or the screwing is 
effected by three screws from above, for 
which purpose polished brass round-head 
screws must be used to preserve the ap- 
pearance of the outside of the disk. Inter- 
mediate tubes should then be inserted, the 
length of which must equal the required 
distance of the bottom h from the base 
of the disk. I consider the screwing from 
below with soldered-on bases as more de- 
sirable; then the hollow disk remains clean 
outside without any injury, whereas, in the 
other case, starting from the place of dvill- 
ing, polishing streaks cannot be entirely 
avoided. 

The large knurled nut g is now to be 
screwed on to the thread of the screw c. 
With proper regulation this will bring it 
up against the nut d; towards the top the 
nut gq has a raised rim on its edge that 
serves as a support for the strips /. The 
six-armed tension spring (Fig. 11) 
presses each separate compensation strip 
with moderate pressure against the sup- 
port, 

In section A-B (Fig. 2) this rim is so 
high that the strips / are caused to lie 
horizontally. Should heat set in, the strips 
l will work—1. e., the brass support will com- 
pel the strips to arch upward, or the ends 
of the st-ips ] will be forced downwards, 
and because the supporting rim will not 
permit them to move the ball surfaces are 
involved with them. This naturally causes 
the balls r to tend towards the center of 
the pendulum, so that the center of grav- 
ity, d, the swinging mass, experiences a 
displacement towards the center. In case 
of cold the conditions are reversed 

The technical demand to make these 
strips with cast-on brass masses, and after 
casting to roll this soft substance, can with 
this straight line form be well taken into 
consideration. It can, however, be easily 
perceived that the compensation herewith 
aimed at can certainly be depended on for 
results, especially if extraordinary forms 
for the parts in question are avoided, 

The construction of this pendulum, how- 
ever, makes possible another advantage. 
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We can, for instance, owing to the manner 
of attaching the balls, very easily, by means 
of raising and lowering them, mechanically 
equalize slight differences in the strength 
of the spring. I allow the large nut q 
free run upwards and downwards and use 
the third nvt r (Figs. 2 and 10) for setting 
it. This places me in the fortunate posi- 
tion of being able to raise or lower the 
strips h, as may be needed; consequently, 
in accordance with the above explanation 
to move the balls & inwards or outwards, 
so as to perceptibly shift the center of 
gravity of the oscillating mass. In this 
connection under some circumstances we 
must only take care, if necessary, to set the 
bottom h somewhat deeper. If we desire 
to make use of this arrangement the neces- 
sary provision can be made in the manu- 
facture. I am starting with the principle 
of sparing the torsion spring as much as 
possible, for the generally unceremonious 
grinding of this spring is to be avoided. 
Subsequent adjustment being thus made 
possible according to the above method, 
only the finer regulation is still neces- 
sary, and this is effected by means of 
the auxiliary arrangement. This is also 
installed in the hollow space of the 
pendulum disk. (See Figs. 1, 2, 8 9 
and 10.) 

This auxiliary regulation is distinguished 
by the guiding disk t (Fig. 9), in which two 
guide pins are inserted which are in touch 
with the two lever arms wv (Fig. 1). Each 
of the lever arms carries at its outer end 
a weight w (Figs. 1 and 8). The center 
of motion of these arms is at x. If the 
guiding disk ¢ is turned by means of the 
screwed-on regulating arm s, the shifting 
of the regulating weight w inwards or out- 
wards is effected. The course of the regu- 
lating weight w is governed by the free- 
dom of movement of the regulating arm s 
in so far as the latter penetrates through 
a slit milled sideways in the pendulum disk 
and is capable of being shifted from there. 
It might also be recommended to bend off 
the regulating arm s towards the bottom 
so as to allow the end to project below the 
edge of the disk. Thereby the slit referred 
to would be made unnecessary. 

To give the guiding disk ¢ a stable po- 
sition—t. ¢., to prevent it being readily dis- 
placed of itself—it is held by spring power 
against the under side of the nut g. To 
make this spring action plain | refer to 
Fig. 12. The upper part of the nut + 
passed through the guiding disk ft, and with 
the last tightening the tension spring 2 
is set. The form of the guiding disk can 
for practical reasons be changed as de- 
sired. 

So much is certain: that all parts of the 
pendulum can be made from templa‘es and 
the assembling presents no difficulties of 
any kind. I might also state that the balls 
k. which anyhow must be finished on the 
lathe, should also be given on that tool 
their bore and screw thread, so that in 
screwing up no difficulties will be after- 
wards encountered. 

As far as the exterior finish of the pen- 
dulum is concerned, it should not be diffi- 
cult to ornament it suitably; certainly it 
affords sufficient opportunity for present- 
ing to the eye that which we designate as 
beautiful and attractive.

The Career of the Late F. J. Reaves. 

Frank J. Reaves, formerly superintend- 
ent of the South Bend Watch Co. (whose 
death at a hospital in Logansport, Ind., last 
month was briefly noted in THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR at the time), was one of the most 
able as well as one of the best known men 
in the watch manufacturing industry, in 
which he had spent about 30 years. By 
his associates in the American watch manu- 
facturing trade, Mr. Reaves was consid- 
ered a watchmaker of unusual ability and 
excellent taste. His knowledge of the 
craft and its work was so thorough in all 
the details that he could be said to have 
had few equals, as far as all around com- 
petency was concerned, at any of the watch 
factories in this country. 

Mr. Reaves was an Englishman by birth, 
having been born in Coventry, the home of 
British watchmaking, in 1861. He learned 
his trade in his native land and finished 
his apprenticeship in 1882. Two years later 
he came to the United States and imme- 
diately found employment with the Inde- 
pendent Watch Co., then at Fredonia, N. 
Y., shortly afterward obtaining employ- 
ment with the Hampden Watch Co., then at 
Springfield, Mass. His thoroughness in his 
work was early manifested by his careful 
study of all that related to the watch trade, 
and it was his studious and attentive habits 
that caused him to be singled out at the 
Hampden Watch Co. and placed in charge 
of the “hospital” department of that fac- 
tory. 

In 1888, when the factory moved to Can- 
ton, O., Mr. Reaves went with it, and re- 
mained until he became identified with the 
Hamilton Watch Co., at Lancaster, Pa. In 
1901 he went with the Rockford Watch 
Co. of Illinois as superintendent, which 
position he retained until August, 1906, 
when he took charge of the finishing, tim- 
ing and adjusting department of the South 
Bend Watch Co., South Bend, Ind. When 
Charles T. Higginbotham retired as active 
superintendent of this watch company in 
November, 1907, Mr. Reaves took his place 
as general superintendent, and retained it 
until last year, when he was forced to give 
up work owing to the condition of his 
health. 








Robert Riedman, a watchmaker and jew- 
eler, residing in Vineland, N. J., has just 
rece ved word trom the Patent Office at 
Washington, D. C., of the issuance to him 
of letters patent styled a “watchman’s time 
recorder and identifier.” This invention 
operates in such a manner that the very 
person who acts as watchman must operate 
the clock personally and not by a substi- 
tute. The device is so arranged that when 
the watchman records the time of visit to 
the clock he must insert his thumb or finger 
into an opening and press upon a disc, 
which is coated with a wax paper, thereby 
recording the time he was at the clock, 
making an impression of his thumb or 
finger and also making an electrical con- 
tact that may be transferred to any point 
desired. The discs upon which the impres- 
sions are made may be removed and filed 
away for reference in the future. The uses 
to which this clock may be put are many 
and varied.
